The school people were deeply 
concerned. They long have want- 
ed to equalize the school facili- 
ties. They know the great ex- 
pense of it. 

The thoughtful citizen who 
knows that any Federal fiat 
breaking down segregation would 
bring about a dangerous and 
critical situation, was again made 
acutely aware of the fact that we 
must act to prevent it. Blind, 
wilful resistance is not the an- 
swer. ; 

What the court did was to rule 
once more that a state must pro- 
vide equal facilities if it is to 
have separate ones. That was 
the case in Texas. In Oklahoma 
the state had admitted Negroes 
to professional schools but had 
there caused them to sit in cor- 
ners and had otherwise circum- 
scribed their movements. The 
court ruled that once the state 
had. admitted them as students it 
must treat them as any other stu- 
dents. 

These are, of course, inescap- 
able decisions. They still reaf- 
firm states’ rights to separate 
schools. 


Southerners 


As one proud of being a South- 
erner, I have never been willing 
to believe Southerners wanted 
Negro school children to have 
shacks while other children had 
modern buildings. I would never 
agree Southern people wanted 
Negro children to walk long dis- 
tances while other children rode 
in school buses. 

I just don’t believe that. We 
are not that kind of people. The 
truth of it is the average South- 
erner didn’t know the great dis- 
criminations and was not aware 
of their implications and mean- 
ings. 

I believe the average South- 
erner wants full justice done. He 
wants the schools to be separate 
but equal. 

The “haters” howl! and expose 
their own feeling of insecurity. ‘ 
But they don’t represent the 
South and the Southern concept 
of justice. 


The Law

PRAGUE, June 8—(UP)—Four 
of the 13 Czechs accused of plot- 
ting with Western diplomats to 
overthrow the Communist re- 
gime in Czechoslovakia were sen- 
tenced to death Thursday night. 

Four other defendants were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
The remaining five received 
terms of from 15 to 28 years in 
prison.

000-kilowatt generator mounted|. 


on a flatcar, the Seaboard Air 
Line Railroad is relocating part of 
its trackage under the railroad 
bridge at Mina. SAL officers ex- 
pect to get the car, with its cargo, 
under the bridge early Friday 


afternoon. 

This generator is the first of the 
two 100,000-kilowatt generators 
destined for Georgia Power Com- 
pany’s new Plant Yates, near 
Newnan. It stands 12 feet high 
on the flatcar and from the track 
requires a 16-foot clearance. 

John White, SAL Superintend- 
ent, said there were two difficul- 
ties in getting the loaded flatcar 
under the bridge. 

“In the first place, it is an 
arched bridge,” he explained, 
“and in the second place our track 
curves right under the bridge. 
The result is that with the track 
in the old location the flatcar in 
rounding the curve would tilt and 
thus cause the generator to crash 
against the arch of the bridge. 

“We have a main track and a 
side-track under that bridge. 
We're not changing the main 
track, but in order to avoid dan- 
ger from the tilt of the flatcar, 
we are shifting just a little the lo- 
cation of the siding tracks.” 

The generator, weighing 375,- 
000 pounds, left the plant of the 
General Electric Company, at 
Schenectady, N. Y., on May 26. 
To give it sufficient clearance, it 
came all the way by a circuitous 
routé. In Atlanta, the Southern 
Railway will route it to Bremen. 
It will go from Bremen to New- 
nan over the tracks of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway. 

The General Electric Company 
informed the Georgia Power Com- 
pany this shipment is one of. the 
largest of its kind ever made.

Harder To Keep 


It may be true, as they say, that it is 
getting more and more difficult to make a 
fortune in this country. Taxes are terrific. 
Rates run up to 77% per cent for federal 
taxes alone. There have been authenti- 
cated cases where, by strange quirk, high 
income persons actually paid more in taxes 
than they earned. 


But people still are becoming million- 
aires in America. 

According to people whose business it 
is to know, there have been 75 new mil- 
lionaires since World War II ended. Grant- 
ed that is not many, considering the fact 
that in decades gone by making a million 
was more or less of an everyday occur- 
rence. But it is not, as some claim, an im- 
possibility. 

There are reported to be 11,915 persons 
in the country who could, with reasonable 


notice, scrape up $1,000,000 or over. That 
means one person out of about 12,500 can 
do so. 


Nevertheless, there is no reason now- 
adays to worry about concentration of 
wealth. For the number of multimillion- 
aires is declining, having dropped from 
975 in 1946 to 860 this year, a loss of about 
12 per cent. 

That would indicate it’s a lot harder to 
keep your money thar. to accumulate it. 
Most of us are comforted to know that mil- 
lionaires, too, have that trouble.

Her denunciation and repudiation of McCarthy had 
to be done by indirection, but there never was the slightest doubt 
as to whom she meant. 

It is this practice of the Senate to give its own members im- 
munity from personal attack, while at the same time denying to 
outside American citizens any legal redress against otherwise 
libelous charges that may be hurled at them on the Senate floor, 
that constitutes the parliamentary abuse Mrs. Smith complained 
of. Here is the way she put it: 

“It is ironical that we Senators can in debate in the Senate 
directly or indirectly impute to'any American, who is not a Sen- 
tor, any conduct or motive unworthy or unbecoming an Ameri- 
can—and without that non-Senator American having any legal re- 
dress against us. Yet if we say the same thing in the Senate about 
our colleagues, we can be stopped on the grounds of being out of 
order. 

“T think it is high time that we remembered that the Consti- 
tution speaks not only of the freedom of speech, but also of trial 
by jury instead of trial by accusation . .. Whether it be a crim- 
inal prosecution in court or a‘character prosecution in the Sen- 
ate, there is no practical distinction when the life of a person has 
been ruined.” 

The application to McCarthy was all too pointed. He has 
used his senatorial immunity to make charges against various per- 
sons which, if true, are dastardly. In the case of Dr. Owen Latti- 
more, the noted Far Eastern expert and Johns Hopkins professor, 
he has accused him not only of being an avowed Communist 
but the top Soviet spy in this country. 


If the charges had been made outside of the 
A Challenge Senate the Johns Hopkins man would have 
recourse to the courts. Our laws do not permit a man’s reputa- 
tion and character to be smeared without the smearer being 
brought to account. Lattimore has repeatedly challenged the Wis- 
consin Senator to make His charges on the outside. This Mc- 
Carthy has declined to do, first on one pretext and then another 
—though he made a great flourish of declaring in the beginning 
that he would resign his seat in the Senate before taking refuge 
behind the immunity given him. 

It is as Mrs. Smith said, mildly it seems, that it is ironical 
for members of the Senate to be permitted to say anything they 
please on the outside, and then not to be subject to any criticism 
on the floor for their own irresponsible acts. They are given a 
dual immunity—immunity from attack by their fellow senators 
on the floor and immunity from court action based upon any- 
thing said in the chamber. 

Abuses of these privileges have, as the estimable lady from 
Maine has so forcibly declared, made the Senate a publicity plat- 
form for irresponsible. sensationalists. The Senate néeds to do 
some cleaning of its house rules. McCarthy has exploited them 
in a manner to leave a stench.

Vincialism still found in.the party elsewhere, 
for they have brought new problems that Gov- 
ernor Warren recognizes can be handled only on 
8 national basis. 

He exemplified this in his last appearance 
with fellow Republican leaders, which afforded a 
contrast. That was at the annual Governors’

conference last Summer at Colorado Springs. 


There he not only advocated Federal housing 
legislation, which some of the GOP conservative 
leaders in the House still were blocking, and 
a federal health plan, but he also assailed 
the narrow state rights attitude by stating frankly 
the need of his state for federa] aid, including 
funds for reclamation and public power develop- 
ment, which now is an accepted viewpoint in 
the West. 


His aggressiveness at that conference was 
interpreted as indicating he had aspirations 
te assume leadership of the progressive forces 
in the party and his decision to seek the Cali- 
fornia governorship again seems to re-em- 
phasize his determination to remain in a 
strategic position for possible higher office. 


It has become the fashion of the ultra-con- 
servatives in the Republican party to deride Gov- 
ernor Warren as a “Democrat” or a “New Deal- 
er”’—which he is far from being, of course— 
but that is wearing a bit thin and can serve 
as no answer to the needs of the nation with 
its increasingly complex social and economic 
problems, nor to the needs of the Republican 
party if it wants to return to power. 

Because of his continued and growing influ- 
ence in his party, the California Governor is ex- 
pected to be a central figure at this year’s Gov- 
ernors’ Conference which begins its sessions June 
18 at White Sulphur Springs, West Virginia.

Came then quorum call after quorum call. 

The gentlemen held a small reception on the 
floor for a 92-year-old Japanese congressman 
here on a visit. Two hours later Senator Mc- 
Carran still was explaining the Displaced Per- 
sons legislation. Then suddenly, when it looked 
like his three minutes were going to stretch all 
afternoon, Senator McCarran called for a vote. 
-Nine Senators were on the floor. They voted, 
, Aye. ! 

Now it looked as if we were going to get 
rent control after all, and about time, too, in 
the opinion of Sen. Harry P. Cain (Rep., Wash.), 
who intended to speak against it. But this was 
not to be. Senator McCarran decided to make a 
speech about displaced persons; he said there 
was’ danger there might be Communists among 
‘em. He had an audience, halfway through his 
remarks, of two, including Senator Cain. 

When he finished there was another quorum 
call. And nobody much came in. 

Sen. Matthew M. Neely (Dem., W. Va.) moved 


that the sergeant-at-arms be ordered to compel 
the missing ones to return to the job. The 13 
gentlemen on the floor voted Aye, and the poor 
old sarge flatfooted it out of there to look up 
the hookey-playing Senators. For 45 minutes the 
Senate marked time while the stragglers came in. 


One Senator, who I shall not embarrass by 
naming, walked in one door with his hat in his 
hand, answered ‘Present,’ put on his hat, and 
strolled out another door in 30 seconds flat. The 
packed galleries got a laugh from that. 


“Parliamentary inquiry,” cried Senator 
Cain. “Can the chair advise the junior Sen- 
ator from Washington as to the whereabouts 
of the distinguished leader from Illinois, 
Mr. Lucas, who a few hours ago was plead- 
ing for action on rent control?” 


The chairman said that was no parliamentary 
inquiry.

In the Name of the Brotherhood 


Donald Richberg was an early experimental New Dealer who always wanted 
to throw an egg into an electric fan but on a cosmic scale. An ostrich egg into 
the spinner of a B-36 would be the minimum. He is wiser now and still scraping 
yolk off his rig, for he was one of the authors of the NRA, that mad venture 
in Fascism under the holy auspices of the First Dispensation which gave 
Hitler novel ideas and pious precedent and died the death of a sick chicken in the 

test ‘case. Mr. Richberg still takes obdurate pride in the fact that he helped compose the National 
Railway Act, which is cited probably millions of times a year by persons who don’t know what they 
are talking about as a perfect example of affectionate co-operation between the plug hats and the 


duck-bill eaps of the choo-choos. 

Mr. Richberg. runs around making speeches, 
which do no harm to his Washington law prac- 
tice in the lucrative field of union mischief, and 
in one such he referred to Mr. Truman’s in- 
spired passel of confused irrelevancies as “The 
- Morass of Fair Deal Socialism.” Forgetting the 
national ‘socialism of the NRA, Mr. Rich- 
berg is against socialism now and stands forth 
as a “genuine liberal” in disagreement with prac- 
tically alleof the other liberals, who disagree, 
‘fn turn, each with all the others. 


* Only a year. ago, one of our jumble-wit 
pseudo-Republican dailies down east paged 
a whole rester of professing liberals for a 
quick definition of the species: and got as 
many answers, none of which took less than 
24 hours. The answer is, of course, that a 
liberal is a fellow who says “keep your dirty 
hands off me and your snoot out of my ‘busi- 
ness,” but none of them -had it right.

Having been a lawyer for 
unions, dealing with the grand dragons of the 
tertor, which is composed of fraternities, called 
brotherhoods, Mr. Richberg, smart as he is, should 
have: known: that this relationship brought to- 
gether the employers of a largely bankrupt in- 
“dustry and«the parasite unioneers. “Labor” did 
not agree on a “labor relations law” as Mr. Rich- 
berg ‘said. “Labor” was not consulted. And 
- thereafter; the railway: officials, weary, with two 
strikes on them in every argument and fearful 
, of dirty. cartoons depicting them as pot-bellied 
_ plutocrats when many of them couldn't even pay 
_ their bar bills, simply gave in. We had railway

Apropos the railway unions, I present an ap- 
proach on the letterhead of Carlton A. Fisher, 
judge of the Erie County Court, Buffalo, N. Y., 
and related correspondence.

Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers on behalf 
of a poor widow whose husband had loaned $100 
to the union to bail it out of financial troubles 
occasioned by the mismanagement of unioneers 
of the type whom Mr. Richberg regards as quali- 
fied “spokesmen” for labor. These loans were 
made under moral duress close to compulsion. 
Judge Fisher’s letter to the grand International 
Brotherhood, Cleveland, Ohio, read: 

“Amelia Parmentier is the widow of E. J. Par- 
mentier, a former loyal member of the Brother- 
hood. When the Brotherhood was apparently 
in a distressed condition on April 30, 1930, Mr. 
Parmentier advanced $100 to the loyalty fund. 
Brother Parmentier passed away a few years 
ago and, of course, left this certificate to his 
semi-distressed widow. She is now in the same 
condition that the Brotherhood apparently was 
in 1930 and is anxious to see if loyalty works 
both ways. She has read. with great interest of 
the enormous sums that have been set aside by 
the Brotherhood for political work. She assumes 
that the Brotherhood would not be straining their 


. discretion very much if they redeemed this cer- 


tificate, with interest at four per cent.”

CAMDEN COUNTY, Ga.—lIf you haven't kept 
up with it or been down this way recently, you'd 
be surprised to learn what Camden County is 
doing in the way of tree and grass farming. And, 

of course, along with the grass is the cattle farming. 

Camden is the biggest county in Georgia in area and this gives 
it a sort of bigness in thinking. Except where the three main 
towns come into rivalry. Kingsland, Woodbine, and St. Mary’s 
don’t get along too well together. Each one is ambitious, confident, 
and touchy. Right now there is a good scrap going on over the 


location of a consolidated high school. 

: The coming of pulp mills into this area has 
Pulp Mills changed the population’s outlook on things, on 
wood products, particularly. The St. Mary’s river bottom lands 
have always been noted for their capacity to produce pine trees 
in a very short time. It is said that pine trees grow here 19 
times as fast as they do in New England and that they grow faster 
here than in any other part of Georgia. They have always had 
this rapid growth but the people appreciate them now. They 
are ready money. 

There are many collateral benefits accruing to localities where 
the end product is made. There is work for many in the mills, 
the local railroad gets a large whack of the entire freight bill be- 
cause it is the point of origination. Contractors, in a position 
to deal directly with the mills, are in position to deal wth opera- 
tors out in the field to their own advantage. Merchants on the 
ground have the advantage over merchants located elsewhere. 
Telegraph and telephone business jumps ahead. 

So the tree gets its proper respect and the people protect it 
from fire and see that it is replanted when the old crop is har- 
vested. And the land takes on more value and it is less hazard- 
ous to run cattle in the fields now that fire is everybody's busi-

Screen Test to Sweet Music 


Having one’s health checked is solemn business in most quarters, but there's 
one health screen test station in Atlanta that operates with phenomenal success 


on a sort of a deep boogie beat. Daisy Anderson, an old-time newspaper gal from . 


the New Orleans Item, here with her husband, Robert, to publicize the health pro- 

gram, describes what is surely one of the town’s unique health stations, It’s not 

a health test station in a big building, department store, church basement or com- 

munity house. It’s an open air station functioning in the dim coolness under the Washington Street 
viaduct, just off Decatur Street and just under Courtland Street with traffic rumbling overhead. 


Writes Mrs. Anderson: 


“Along Decatur, laughter is shrill. Crowds 
mill around all day. In front of the shops, suits 
are displayed outside, in doorways, on hangers, 
$4.98. And this is how a health testing line, 
two blocks long, draws sometimes as many as 
535 people in one day for their tests: 


“Music with that deep rhythm, hot and prim- 
itive, and a regular radio announcer blaring out 
the news. Come on in and have a free health 
test. The soft drinks are free. Win $10 in gro- 
ceries, if you bring in more people for their tests 
than anybody else does. (A young girl brought 
in 136 people in four days and won the groceries.) 


“Coal trucks rumble by in Decatur Street. A 
woman sits at the entrance to the longest health 
testing station in the town and nurses her baby. 

“Now, what’s that music coming from under 
the viaduct. That’s not radio music— 


“No, it’s not. Twelfth Street Rag, played .as 
only one person can play it. Graham Jackson. 

“They wheel out a white piano. It was bor- 
rowed from a theater in the neighborhood. The 
same theater where Jackson used to play long 
years ago. He hasn’t forgotten. He plays for 
them like he played for President Roosevelt. 


“He put on a doctor’s coat, backward. Here’s 
Dr. Jackson, now, with the music. His hands 
hit the ivories. ‘Knock Me a Kiss.’ That’s mu- 
sic, yeah boy. 

“Come on in now, and get your chest X-ray. 

“An itinerant preacher decided to take ad- 
vantage of the gathering crowds. Across the 
street he started to preach. He got some of the 
health crowds. The health station got some of 
his people. 

“Twenty-five hundred persons have already 
been tested at this station. They're going to keep 
it open another week.

How Fast Can Thompson Run? 


MANCHESTER—Sometimes political writers covering one side of a guberna- 
torial campaign can get too close to the forest to see the trees. That’s why most of 
us like to switch from covering one candidate to another in a major race. 


Because if you listen to one candidate and his friends long enough you are liable 


to be convinced that he is the only guy who could possibly win. 


And then you 


switch to the other candidate and if you stay with him long enough you might be sold on the idea 


that he is sweeping the State. 

Covering M. E. Thompson in his race for Geor- 
gia’s governorship for the past two weeks, maybe 
I've got too close to the forest to see the trees. 
But the conviction is growing that Thompson is 
gaining ground fast. 


How fast and how far Thompson has come 
from behind is the big question. Can he over- 
take Gov. Talmadge in the next three weeks? 
Fighting a one-man battle on a financial 
shoestring, can he ever defeat a well organ- 
ized, well heeled political organization? Can 

he convince the people that his cause is their 
cause—a fight between “the people and the 
machine?” 


In a swing through deep South Georgia and 
back upstate with M. E., there has been consid- 
erable evidence of a switch of many old line 
Talmadgites away from Herman and toward 
Thompson. 


There have been men like Kelly Holt, Sr., a 
former legislator from Wilcox County, who al- 
ways went down the line for “Old Gene” and 
supported Herman two years ago. He is actively 
supporting Thompson this time and may help 
swing that traditional Talmadge County to M. E. 


There are men like State Senator H. R. Gar- 
rett, of Quitman, who helped carry Brooks Coun- 
ty for Talmadge in 1948. Garrett says he is ‘“tak- 
ing -a political vacation this year.” 


Then there are the old people you see in many 
cross-roads towns who come to hear Thompson 
and tell him they are for him this time because 
their pensions have been cut under Talmadge. 


Thompson strikes home when he points not 
only to an absence of Talmadge stickers but 
the absence from those stickers of the old time 
slogan “keeps his promises.” 


M. E. is improving in his public speaking 
and there are times now in the villages that 
he sounds more like “Old Gene” than even 
Herman does. Thompson is acquiring gradu- 
ally the showmanship and color he always 
has lacked. And he is acquiring poise. People 
are warming up to him. His crowds are get- 
ting larger and more responsive to the 
“school teacher.” Furthermore, they are giv- 
ing him campaign contributions Thompson 
said he did not receive in 1948. 


Using homespun language, M. E. {s getting a 
hand when he promises that on June 28 “the 
school teacher is going to teach on@juvenile de- 
linquent a lesson he should have learned years 
ago.” 


Thompson is applauded when he says the

$35,000,000 a year more Talmadge wants than he 
does to run the State is a “passel of money.” 


He nearly always draws laughter and applause 
when he promises to keep appointments when 
he makes them and to be “in condition to talk 
to you.” 


Thompson has hit upon an effective technique 
of throwing his meetings open for questions 
after he has finished speaking. 

The question-and-answer sessions make 
Thompson’s listeners feel a part of his meetings 
and they have warmed up’ to M, E. more than 
his audiénces have ever done before. 


Here is an evaluation of the fifth week of M. 
E.’s campaign, based on the size and responsive- 
ness of his increasingly larger crowds and on 
comment and opinion from local political lead- 
ers, editors and ordinary voters. 

Thompson had two of his best days as he cam- 
paigned through Brooks, Thomas and Grady 
Counties and got one of his best receptions of 
the campaign at Thomasville. He likely will 
carry Thomas County, which went for Talmadge 
two years ago, and has an excellent chance of 
winning Brooks and Grady away from the pres- 
ent Governor. 

Close observers say that Talmadge probably 
will carry Colquitt County again but there are 
signs that Thompson is making headway in this 
Talmadge area. 

Dougherty County is normally anti-Talmadge, 
but the Governor has some powerful support 
there, and there have been rumors of promises 
of a new bridge across the Flint River if the 
County goes for Herman. 


Talmadge appears to be still ahead in Crisp 
and Sumter Counties but there are signs that 
the gap is narrowing. M. E. had a good meeting 
at Americus. 


One of Thompson’s better days was at 
Ellaville, where he spoke to more Schley 
Countians than he did two years ago at a 
barbecue, and at Talbotton and Woodland 
in Talbot County, and Manchester in Meri- 
wether. Talbot County usually leans toward 
Talmadge but there are signs of some switch 
toward M. E. 


Meriwether County, home of State Democratic 
Executive Committeeman James S. Peters, can 
be expected to go for Talmadge, but Thompson 
got a warm reception at Manchester. 

Thompson had a good crowd at Newnan, and 
although there have been reports of increasing 
Talmadge strength there, Coweta County is the 
home of former Gov. Ellis Arnall, a bitter foe 
of the Talmadges. '

Hamburger must have been invented by “butchers” 
who felt sorry for young brides! 

What a wonderful thing is ground beef for these 
new cooks—it’s thfifty, so ideal for twosome-budgets; 
it’s easy to cook, so perfect for beginners; it’s versatile, 


so a joy to any homemaker. 


Frances Joiner, today’s bride- 
elect, has two good reasons for 
practicing proper meat cooking 
methods. First of all her Dati’s a 
packing company executive who 
knows that meat makes the 
meal. Second, groom-elect Fred 
Myers, Jr., is a husky man who 
likes to eat and that’s reason 
enough to cook meat. 


HOW TO BUY HAMBURGER 

A great. many women think 
there’s nothing important about 
cooking a hamburger, but there 
is! Good cooking begins with 
buying the right kind of meat. 
Ground beef should be made 
from the thriftier cuts — like 
chuck, round or shank. There's 
no need to buy the more ex- 
pensive tenderer cuts and have 
them ground: Grinding makes 
meat tender particularly if beef 
is twice ground, and the less ex- 
pensive cuts are just as flavor- 
ful and nutritious, too! Allow 
one fourth pound ground meat 
per serving. 


TWO COOKING HINTS 


When mixing seasoning: into 
ground beef and shaping it into 
patties, handle it ligh#ly, other- 
wise the cakes become too com- 
pact.. And don’t make the cakes 
too thin. 

Hamburgers should not be 
overcooked for best flavor. Saute 
them in a little hot fat for four 
minutes on each side; or broil 
four to five minutes. 

Because hamburger is so ver- 
satile it may be used as patties, 
in sandwiches, in meat loaves, 
in stuffings for vegetables such 
as stuffed green peppers, in chili, 
in Italian spaghetti sauce, and 
in casserole dishes. 

One way to keep the meat 
budget in line is to serve ham- 
burgers in many new ways. Here 
are a few special ideas. 


DEVILED BURGERS 
To 1 pound ground beef add 4 
tablespoons catsup, 142 teaspoons

Minds in’ Savannah -

SAVANNAH—‘“Houses,” the man said, 
“are like women. I like young ones and old ones. The 


on!y ones I don’t like are the middle-aged girls who can’t 


make up their minds. 
Houses have made up their minds in Savannah. They are 


old. It might be better to call them timeless. They have the air of 
great beauties who have lost their brilliance and gained instefd a 
fine-lined charg of good bone structure, proud breeding and sweet 
manners. It there in the mellowed old brick, streaked with 
memories of whitewash, in the stately shadowed ‘gardens, and in 
the tracery of wrought iron balconies worn against the straight 
side walls as a grand dame might fling a stole of lace about her 
slender shoulders. 

. Visitors to Savannah sense its personality. If they have met 
coastal Charleston earlier in their lifetime, it reminds them vaguely 
of that city; if they have learned to love the atmosphere of New 
Orleans it is of Louisiana that the palms, the Spanish moss, the 
scene of the lowlands, the soft touch of ‘the sea breeze and the 
port-city homes are reminiscent. 

Native Savannahans will protest this comparison with silence, 
suggesting thereby that it has its own aura which the others 
might perhaps have shared. 

Thunderbolt, where the shrimp boats glide in each eve- 
ning with their catch of coral gold; the Isle of Hope, faced 
by the strong, sure homes seafaring men built for their fam- 
ilies long ago—both are characteristic only of the old Georgian 
city founded long ago by General Oglethorpe and his followers. 

The streets of Savannah, the old streets, travel for blocks 
along the wharves where the largest cotton market In the world 
once flourished, and the newer ones lead to the sputtering, pur- 
poseful section vitalized by the trucks and cranes and railroads 
that serve the huge plant of Union Bag & Paper Company. 

There is vast respect for the past in this city and one of the 
romantic reminders of the days long gone is the newly restored 
trustees’ Garden Village, a scant block from the Savannah River. 

Cannisters of lavender, marjoram, tarragon, rosemary, lemon 
balm, sage and bergamot in the Herb House suggest the healing 
plants of another era, and The Pirates House has become a res- 
taurant, haunted by the ghost of Cap’n Flint, blood-thirsty pirate 
of “Treasure Island.” 

Pirates House is a restausant, operated by two famous cooks, 
Frances McGrath and Hilda Norris, who likewise operate the Pink 
House, a Georgian home built by James Habersham in 1771. 


These two ladies inherited the roistering relic of the era of 
sailing ships and shanghaied innocents, and they also inherited 
the recipes of old Mylie, a turbaned retainer who performed 
mysterious miracles with food. 

They have combined the two with obvious success. 

Now visitors to the Pirates House do not hear a crusty old 
murderer mutter “Darby, bring aft the rum,” but they are served 
by waitresses in pirates’ costumes and the food they bring is 
worthy of veneration. 

Unhappily, Mrs. McGrath says, people who visit the Pirates 
House do not always love food, “they just eat because they’re 
hungry,” but most of them learn to love it after they’ve sampled 
the Carolina- Trifle, the Crab Stew or the Shrimp Bisque. 

Some shanghaied recipes the pirates probably missed: 


CRAB STEW 


cups crab meat (packed in cups) 

quart milk 

tablespoons flour 

tablespoons butter 

tablespoon worcestershire sauce 

or 4 twists of lemon or 1 teaspoon juice

1 lemon-flavored sponge cake

sist. 

Third, they wil! be more ab- 
Sorbent and flexible. Towels, 
matted from storage on store 
shelves, will re-fluff. 


Fourth, and finally, they will 
be cleaner—both of handling 
soil and of labels.

The Story of a Wedding Cake, 
lts Beginning, Baking, Cutting 


Perhaps you're naive enough 
to think a wedding cake begins 
with moonlight and magnolias! 

Actually that awe-inspiring, 
frosting decked centerpiece, 
topped with the traditional 
miniature bridal couple began 
with a bag of flour—in a wheat 
field so to speak! 

That bag of flour from which 
the baker carefully measured his 
amounts or the box of fine cake 
flour mother dropped into the 
shopping cart at the store has 
come a long-~ way and been 
through more than any bride 
and groom. The milling indus-. 
try has had about as much to 
do with the success of the wed- 
ding reception as the ministry 
has had to do with the cere- 
mony. 


START IN WHEAT FIELD 


Flour, the most important 
wedding cake ingredient, is the 
result of a series of tests that 
began way back when the 
farm experts of the milling 
company made their field trips 
to study current crops and pick 
those best suited to their com- 
pany’s particular needs. When 
the grain arrives in one of the 
important milling centers, it 
meets another severe test. 

Two men enter the railroad 
car. One is a state inspector 
and the other a representative 
of the local grain exchange. Each 
man takes samples of the grain 
by means of a long tube that 
is manipulated to open and 
close small pockets up and 
down its length. This 
is thrust straight down through - 
the grain. In this way sam- 
ples afte gathered at various 
levels. From these samples the 
quality and grade of that parti- 
cular carload of grain are de- 
termined. If the grain passes 
this inspection it is then put 
up for sale. 

When this carload is pur- 
chased, it is then shunted over 
to a miller’s own grain eleva- 
tor. A grain elevator is just 
a big grain storehouse composed 
of many bins and other facili- 
ties Yor handling grain. Here 
again the grain is tested and 
analyzed and a careful record 
is made of its type and quality. 
Then the grain is stored in huge 
bins until needed. 


BLENDING IMPORTANT STEP 


When that time comes one of 
the most interesting and im- 
portant of all operations takes 
place—blending. Many types of 
flour are needed by the big 
commercial baking companies 
and when the homemaker buys 
her favorite brand of fine cake 
flour, all-purpose flour, or 
wholewheat flour for different 
types of baking, she expects 
the quality and type to be just 
the same as the last time she 
purchased. That’s why blend- 
ing is so important. It en- 
ables the manufacturer to main- 
tain standard quality. And it 
calls for great skill because Na- 
ture cannot be depended on to 
produce the same at all times. 
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This is an easy summer entrce.

Therefore, 
back there in the grain elevator 
the grain must be blended to 
take care of all those variances 
and to produce just the weight 
and quality wanted. When the 
final blend has been made the 
wheat is transferred to the mill, 
ready to be cleaned and ground 
into the flour that finally ar- 
rives in the homemaker’s (or 
the baker’s) kitchen in a neat 
little bag or sack, all ready to 
become the main ingredient in 
that beautiful wedding cake. 
Thanks to another basic indus- 
try in the “Lifeline of Amer- 
ica.” 

THE WEDDING CAKE 

As much a part of wedding 
tradition as “something bor- 
rowed and something blue” is 


a lovely ‘cake. It may be or- 
dered from your favorite baker 


or caterer, decorated according 


to your wishes. In many fami- 
lies it is a sentimental tradi- 
tion to bake the bride’s cake at 
home. 

If you do make the cake do 
these first for success: 

1. Have ALLingredients 
room temperature. 

2. PREHEAT oven to degree 
stated in recipe. 

3. Grease cake pans GENER- 
OUSLY and dust with flour. 

4. Measure LEVEL for accu- 
racy. 

5. SIFT flour and = spoon 
LIGHTLY into measuring cup. 
Do not pack. 

To make Heart wedding 
cakes as shown in. the photo- 
graph, use two heart-shaped 
pans, 2 inches deep and 9 inches 
wide at the widest part of, the 
pan. Use small heart molds for 
the tiny hearts. The following 
recipe makes one two-layer 
heart cake. 


HEART CAKE 


cups sifted cake flour. 
cups sugar. 
teaspoons double - action 
baking powder. 
teaspoons salt. 
cup high-grade. shorten- 
ing. 
1 cup milk 
1'4 teaspoons vanilla. 
% cup milk. 
% cup egg whites (6 large). 
Sift together into bow] first 
four ingredients. Add shorten- 
ing, 1 cup milk and vanilla. 
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Beat with spoon for two and 
one-half minutes by clock (150 
strokes per minute), or mix 
with electric mixer on medium 
speed for two and one-half 
minutes. Scrape sides of bowl 
constantly. Add the % cup 
milk and unbeaten egg whites. 
Continue beating two and one- 
half minutes more. Pour bat- 
ter into prepared pans. Bake 
30 to 35 minutes in moderate 
oven (350 degrees). Place on 
rack to cool. Frost cakes gen- 
erously with butter-cream icing 
tinted delicate pink. This cake 
serves about 24. 


CUTTING THE CAKE 


The bride cuts the first slice 
of cake and shares it with the 
groom. A relative or friend 
usually cuts and serves the rest. 
The cake knife is decorated 
with narrow satin ribbons and 
tied with flowers. It’s usually 
a keep-sake.. 

Cut the cake with a sharp 
long-blade knife or cake break- 
er. The point of the knife 
should be inserted first, then 
the cake cut with an up-and- 
down motion. The knife should 
be wiped with a wet cloth or 
scraped before each cut. If the 
frosting is sticky, the knife 
should be dipped in hot water 
between: cuts. 

To cut a heart-shaped cake, 
cut across the heart in narrow 
Slices. Then the cake is cut 
across each narrow slice. 


Recipe Primer 
Is a.New Book 


One of the brightest inexpen- 
sive cookbooks we’ve ever seen 
is Henrietta Fleck’s “A Recipe 
Primer” (D. C. Heath and Com- 
pany) being released this week. 

The author is chairman of the 
Department of Home Economics, 
New York University, so knows 
her way around the latest meth- 
ods of cookery. She’s designed 
this primer for the person who 
has little or no experience in 
food preparation. Basic recipes 
are written in order of jobs. to 
be done with time, yield, and 
reasons for the various proc- 
esses carefully given. 

We especially like the exe 
planations given for many op- 
erations in food preparation 
which are generally neglected 
in cookbooks, such as how to 
wash a head of lettuce, how: to 
bake a potato, and how to sec- 
tion a grapefruit.

When vegetables stand at 
room temperature, they wilt and 
lose food value rapidly. For 
this reason, it is ortant to 
hustle them into e refrig- 
erator as soon as they are 
brought home from the market. 

For storing fresh vegetables, 
it is helpful to have plenty of 
convenient storage containers. 
One or two large vegetable 
pans of porcelain enamel are 
ideal for storing leafy vege- 
tables, radishes, carrots and 
other bulky vegetables. 

It is also handy to have sev- 
eral smaller covered containers 
or zipper bags for storing vege- 
tables, such as parsley and fresh 
peas, which are more convenient 
when kept in separate contain- 
ers. 

Trim lettuce, endive and other 
salad vegetables before storing 
and wash thoroughly in cool 
water. Drain and play in a 
covered vegetable pan. Store on 
a lower refrigerator shelf. Rad- 
ishes and carrots are trimmed, 
washed and drained before stor- 
ing. The tops of carrots should 
be removed. 

Wash tomatoes, peppers and 
cucumbers and wipe with a dry 
cloth before storing. Asparagus 
and brussels sprouts will keep 
better if trimmed and stored 
unwashed. Separate them from 
other vegetables by wrapping 
in wax paper.
